Nature's Ways 


Ancient Seeds Sometimes Germinate 


Watching a-window full of wild 
birds while eating your breakfast 
is at least as interesting as watch= 
ing morning television, 

One might miss a newscast or 
two, But, the way news has been 
going, watching the birds instead 
should give a rosier tint to the 
day’s beginning, 

Tuning in on this wildlife pro= 

gram is amazingly simple, Allone 
needs is a handful of wild bird 
feed, a windowssill feeder = and a 
reasonably suburban home, After 
a week or ten days of waiting, one 
can expect bird guests. Sometimes 
it happens even sooner, 
, For some reasonj many people 
suppose it is difficult to attract 
wild birds to the window sill, Thus, 
a resident of Connecticut can be= 
come the talk of the’neighborhood 
merely because 4 couple of 
flaming-red cardinals are willing 
to sit in a feeder on his window 
sill and eat sunflower seeds while 
visitors watch them through the 
pane six inches away. The truth 
is that cardinals are rather in= 
discriminate, They will eat any= 
one’s sunflower seeds. 

A Rhode Island window sill now 
has almost an equal chance at 
attracting cardinals, For the last 
ten years, these birds have been 
spreading from Connecticut into

other New England states, In Mas= 
sachusetts, cardinals are sparse= 
and in New Hampshire and Maine, 
they occur only in the more south= 
ern counties and areevensparser. 
But, who knows? In any of these 
states, this could be the winter and 
your window sill could be the place 
the unexpected cardinal picks, 

Should your windowssill feeder 
attract sparrows instead of 
cardinals, look the sparrows over 
carefully, The lowly Englishspar= 
row is not the only sparrow in 
New England. Indeed, there are far 
more wild, native sparrows than 
English sparrows, The native 
sparrows not only are interesting 
but also some species are sur= 
prisingly beautiful when viewed 
from close range. 

The tree sparrow with its red 
cap and rusty back may surprise 
you. The purple finch = often 
described as a sparrow dipped in 
raspberry = has muchof the beauty 
of the cardinal, Juncos are neat, 
trim sparrows with slate-gray 
backs and white undersides, The 
goldfinch in winter gives but a hint 
of the gold=-and-=black it will wear 
next spring, All of these birds may 
be expected at any feeder between 
Connecticut and Maine,

The course of educa- 
tion in such institutions cannot 
help but have ar influence on the 
course of education in general.) 


Shortly before Phillips Academy 
opened for its 189th session this 
fall, the final two chapters of the 
report of the faculty steering com= 
mittee were released, thus come 
pleting an intensive study begun in 
the summer of 1965 when Head= 
master John M, Kemper appointed 
eight faculty members ‘‘to con= 
sider the current effectiveness of 
the policies and practices of the 
Academy and to make recommen= 


dations for its development in the . 


near future,”” 

Simeon Hyde Jr., instructor in 
English and newly appointed dean 
of the faculty, effective next 
September, was named chairman 
of the committee which included 
Gordon G, Bensley, director of the 
Audio-Visual Center, Alan R, 
Blackmer, present dean of the 
faculty, Thomas T, Lyons, instruce 
tor in history, Richard S, Pieters, 
chairman of the mathematics de= 
partment, Thomas J,’ Regan, in= 
structor in English, John Richards 
II, dean of students and instructor 
in history and A, Karl Roehrig, 
school psychologist. 

During the first summer, the 
committee investigated the in= 
fluence of recent economic, social, 
technological, and social changes 
on the independent boarding school, 
From this initial study, the group 
formulated an outline focusing on 
the purpose, obligations, and needs 
of Phillips Academy to use as a 
basis for the weekly discussions 
held throughout the 1965-66 school 
year and for six weeks during the 
following summer, Faculty sub= 
committees were also formed to 
consider such aspects of Academy 
life as: ‘‘Composition of the Stue 
dent Body’’, ‘‘Demands made upon 
the student’’, ‘‘Counseling of Stue 
_dents®®, ‘“‘News Media and Methods 
of Education’*, The committee also 
called upon experts in other fields 
aS well as current students, and 
members of the Alumni Council for 
their points of view.

In the opening section of the 215 
page report, the steering come 
mittee discusses important themes 
which emerged in discussion to 
serve as guides to the group’s 
thinking about specific problems, 
One of these themes concerns the 
broad problem of the Academy’s 
responsiveness to changes within 
society,

as of individuals and species, de= 
pends upon the capacity to adapt 
to changing conditions, Such 
adaptations may be defensive man= 
euvers reluctantly made in the 
interests of survival or forward= 
looking ventures undertaken in an 
effort to maintain and extend the 
effectiveness and influence of the 
institution, When we consider the 
decline of many of the old New 
England academies as the towne 


ship high school developed and the’ 


fact that many of the esteemed 
boarding schools of New England 
are the products of a theory of 
education relatively recent in 
American life, the prominence of 
the academies at Andover and 


Exeter for almost two centuries 
is a remarkable historical fact 
and is testimony to their capacity 
to respond constructively to the 
social and cultural changes which 
have occurred since the early days 
of the Republic, The recognition of 
past success in constructive 
adaptation can, however, lead to 
a harmful complacency, especially 
if, as the evidence of recent history 
seems to indicate, our society is 
confronted with an exponential ace 
celeration of the rate of change, 
It seems undeniable that changes= 
economic, social, technological, 
and cultural are coming faster 
and faster and that the problem of 
human survival is the problem of 


‘controlling change in the interests 


of mankind, If this is true, it fole 
lows that those responsible for the 
destiny of institutions must look 
upon stability as a dynamic con= 
dition and must continually reach 
out toward the future in the spirit 
of optimistic venture rather than 
merely make reluctant concese 
sions to. necessity, 

**We believe it also follows that 
the mode of change must differ 
from what seems to have been the 
usual practice of the past, In 
géneral . . . the Academy seems 
to have moved forward by a deli=

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Editorial Comment 
Longevity 


Last week Dr. Irving S. Wright of Cornell University 
Medical College told delegates to the American Medical 
Association’s winter conference that by the year 2000 the 
United States may well have 65 million people over the 
age of 65. 

If medical science can find the answer to atheroscle- 
rosis, he said, the age of 100 will become considerably 
more eothinonplades 

The doctor discussed life-span potentials to make the 
point that the philosophy of arbitrary retirement at age 65 
is a questionable one and to suggest that medical science 
must search for a way to measure biolcgical age. He dis- 
agreed with arguments that people over 65 tend to become 
more rigid, resist new ideas and stand in the way of 
advancement of younger men, taking the position that in 
many cases these arguments simply will not stand up. 

‘‘The personnel officers have by and large been among 
the staunchest supporters of compulsory retirement 
plans,’’ he said. . . ‘‘It simplifies their problems if they 


can state that all employees of the company are subject 
to the same rules. . . Never mind the loss in talent to the 
company and the economy, or the loss to the individual, 
both financial and psychological.’”’ 

Dr. Wright is quite right. There are good reasons for 
re-examining present attitudes toward retirement; good 
reasons, in fact, for re-evaluation of the Golden Age pro- 
grams that these attitudes have produced. 

As of this moment there are more than 20 million Ameri- 
cans above the age of 65. Concern for their welfare has 
become one of the major pre-occupations of our time and 
as increasing numbers of us join their ranks, we will 
contribute to creating one of the major problems of the 
future. 

The population explosion is further aggravating the 
problem of jobs for the young which previously has 
prompted unions to push for early retirement and shorter 
work weeks. At the same time, medical advances are 
keeping people alive to cope with long years of inactivity 
and fixed incomes. 

In the face of these incontrovertible facts, it is diffi- 
cult to predict what may result from some of the 


approaches we are taking to making provisions for the 
elderly. For example, here in Massachusetts, a great 
many communities are already finding it burdensome to 
accept the terms of a state law which exempts certain 
people over 70 years of age from a large portion of their 
real estate tax without providing any source of revenue to 
take up the slack. The most recent version of this meas- 
ure reduced Andover’s tax income by more than $49,000 
this year. 

Programs such as Medicare, housing for the elderly, 
various poverty programs and state and municipal pension 
programs for public employees must all be funded, creat- 
ing ever increasing tax burdens for young families at the 
very time when their responsibilities are greatest. 

All of these pressures make it imperative that fresh 
and creative thought be given to how we can keep people 
productive and independent for so long as they are capable 
and willing without stifling Youth’s initiative. 


Compact Comment 


The publication date on this issue of the TOWNSMAN 
should trigger a string of painful memories for anyone old 
enough to remember Dec. 7, 1941. 

On that date the Japanese attacked the U. S. Naval 
Base at Pearl Harbor, revealing in an instant how costly 
it can be to underestimate the cunning of a potential 
‘enemy. 

It is not likely that the United States will ever be 
caught in such a trap again; Pearl Harbor taught a hard 
lesson about preparedness. 

Unfortunately we, and the rest of the world, seem to 
have learned less about how to eliminate the need for 
carrying a big stick. 


Before we polish off the last of the Thanksgiving turkey 
and shift our full attention to Christmas slipping, those 
of us who are taxpayers should reflect for a moment on 
what a blessing it ts that we have Raytheon Co. in An- 
dover, and those others included on the list of Top Ten 
Taxpayers, 

The loss of Raytheon alone would add more than $1 to 
the annual tax rate. It is something to remember with 
gratitude, particularly during rush hour traffic slowdowns!

**Some children,’*® says the cone 
sultant, ‘‘fail to learn because 
they don’t want to grow up, Others 
fee] it is not worthwhile to do what 
their parents want because they 
have never had parental approval 
and they fight back, using not 
learning as a weapon.,”’ 

Punishment, extra study and 
remedial work do not help this 
kind of youngster, Mrs, Seigal said, 


There are a number of fears 
also that interfere with learning 


. such as; fear of failure of making 


mistakes, of success, competition, 
of being ordinary and of aggrese 
sion. Some children simply have a 
poor sense of their own worth and 


others react against unrealistic 
goals established by parents or 
teachers, 

Early detection of the root 
causes of such emotional disorders 
and the proper antidote will eli- 
minate most blocks to learning, 
Mrs, Seigal said,

4 Point Plan Unveiled 


Richardson Would Attack Juvenile Crime 


Atty, General Elliot L, Richard= 
son has unveiled a four-point pro= 
gram for combating the rising 
incidence of juvenile crime, 

In a comprehensive report on 
juvenile delinquency, the Attorney 
General called for: 

- reaffirmation of strong social 
values by those who exercise the 


greatest influence over a 
youngster’s development - his 
parents; 


- improvement of the facilities 
for the guidance of the child through 
strengthening of the community’s 
guidance, mental health and school 
adjustment programs; 

= establishment of a strong, 
effective social apparatus, suchas 
youth services bureaus, to deal 
with the children themselves; 

- and improvement of the ability 
of both the community and its in= 
stitutions, such as the courts, 
counseling, probation and institue 
tionalization services to control 
and rehabilitate the youthful 
offender, 

Said the Attorney General: 

““The task is difficult, but it is 
one which must be done, The efforts 
required will be great, but they 
are efforts which must be made, 
The risks are great, but they must 
be accepted, for the rewards of 
success - a stable, productive so= 
ciety - make their acceptance not 
only worthwhile, but essential,’® 

Noting that while delinquency 
is highest in urban areas, Richarde 
son said that statistics show it is 
by no’ means an exclusively urban 
problem and added, ‘I believe that 
Most delinquent youths, whether 
from slum or suburb, share the 
same groping for a sense of identity 
and significance, The juvenile’s 
- . . search for a sense of be= 
longing in an insecure world all 
too often leads to behavior that 
violates social, moral and legal 
conventions,’’ Richardson said, 

“Our efforts to prevent juvenile 
crime,’’ Richardson asserted, 
*“*must be based_upon an ability to 
recognize the causes of the youth’s 
withdrawal and rebellion and to do 
something about them.,’® As astart, 
Richardson suggested that “‘recog= 
nition and exercise of parental 
responsibility must be at the 
foundation of any successful pro= 
gram to prevent juvenile delin= 
quency,” 

In this connection Richardson 
said, ‘I believe it is entirely 
reasonable to undertake a serious 
study of a method of assessing and 
fixing blame on parents who failto 
live up to their responsibilities in 
this area, The facilities of boththe 
schools and community mental 
health services should support and 
when necessary, guide the efforts 
of parents to provide the home 
atmosphere in which stress will be 
minimized and moral leadership 
emphasized,”* 

School! Aid 

Richardson also urged commus 
nities to complement the guidance 
and discipline of the home with 
improved counselling in the 
schools, ‘‘It is in the schools that 
many problems leading to delin= 
quency first come ‘to light,’ 
Richardson noted, ‘*Reading and 
adjustment difficulties, lack of in= 
terest or stimulation, many of 
which have their roots in such . 
family problems as brokenhomes, 
alcoholism, unemployment, are 
difficulties which a trained school 
adjustment counselor or social 
worker can recognize,’® Richard= 
son said;

Ways aud Means Committee, 
Richardson said, 

“*This legislation will enable the 
state to provide reimbursement to 
school districts for the employ= 
ment of school adjustment coune 
selors, and I believe it can help 
us avert some of the social costs 
of maladjustment in school,” 
Richardson said, 

**Another thing which wecan and 
must do is strengthen the ability 
of our courts to deal with the spe= 
cialized problems posed by juve= 
nile crime,’® Richardson said, 

““The best way of accomplishing 
this is through a court specially 
equipped to deal with the youthful 
offender,’*® Richardson pointed out, 
“We have one such court in Mase 
sachusetts now, the Boston 
Juvenile Court .. . and I believe 
we need more courts like this,” 
Richardson said, He said he sup= 
ports legislation to establish 
separate juvenile courts in Wore 
cester and Springfield, one of the 
two bills currently before the 
General Court, 

Richardson also called for the 
development of Youth Service 
Boards, a recommendation of both 
the President’s Crime Commis= 
sion and the Attorney General’s 


. Advisory Committee on Juvenile 


Delinquency, ‘‘As envisioned by 
these groups,’’ Richardson said, 
**the youth services bureaus would 
be comprehensive neighborhood 
centers capable of receiving 
juveniles (both delinquent and non= 
delinquent) referred to them by the 
police, juvenile courts, parents, 
schools and other sources,”” 

“The juvenile is an important 
member of our society,’ Richarde 
son said, ‘tHe is the key to its 
survival,”* 

The efforts required to help the 
juvenile and neutralize the corroe 
sive acid of juvenile delinquency 
are great, but they are efforts 
which must be made, Richardson 
concluded.
